Mooney, convicted of complicity 


In the San Francisco preparedness 
parade bombing outrage just before 
the United States entered the World 
war, presented a question never be- 
fore asked the high court. Through 
his lawyers he asked: 


Is it a violation of the due process 


clause of the federal constitution for 
a state to keep in prison a man al- 
legedly convicted on perjured testi- 
mony? 


New Question 


His lawyers contend the state of 


California has admitted that the 
most damaging testimony 
against 


him has been proven false. 
But 


the state supreme court has ruled 
that under the authority granted it 
by the California constitution, it 
cannot set aside the conviction. 
The 14th amendment of the con- 


stitution, guaranteeing "due pro- 
cess" of Inw to all is sufficient 
authority for the high court to act, 
Mooney's lawyers say. 


In ordering Warden Holohan of 


San Quentin, California, prison to 
show cause by December 21, why it 
should not accept jurisdiction, the 
high court inferred there is merit 
in Mooney's claim.. 


Before the case was instituted 


here, two lower federal courts held 
that they lacked jurisdiction under 
the constitution to interfere with 
the legal processes of California. 


Persistent reports have been re- 


ceived by Mooney's friends here that 
Gov. Frank 'F. Merriam of Califor- 
nia, who defeated Upton Sinclair 
for the governorship, may pardon 
Mooney. The reports lack official 
confirmation.

In Public Schools Here

innt things taught, in the schools, 
i r>. the following article Browne K. 
ThacVter, principal of the George 
Washington junior high school, dis- 
tusses safety in the schools.

Each new household in- 


vention designed to lessen the la- 
bor of the housewife, and increase 
our comfort involves greater need 
for safety education. Cleaning com- 
pounds, gasoline, electric irons, rnan- 
ijles. mixers and many other similar 
things which will readily occur to 
one offer hazards in the home. It is 
important to discover the types of 
Accidents which are happening most 
frequently in the. school community. 
Some of the facts which have been 
discovered 
about child 
accidents, 


sire: 


1. Accidents are the foremost cause 


of death among children of school 
;ige. 


2. About 16.000 children under 15 


years of age are killed in accidents 
each year. 


3. Motor vehicle accidents lead the 


list for children of five to 19 years 
old. 


4. About 5,000 children under 15 


are killed each year in motor ve- 
hicle accidents. 


5. More children are injured in 


school buildings and grounds than 
in their homes or going to and from 
.school. More accidents occur in the 
gymnasium than in any other part 
of the school building. 


The principal types of accidents 


at various age levels show that un- 


der four years burns are the out- 
standing type, and that from five to 
19 motor vehicles lead the list. In 
the ages five to nine motor vehicles 
is followed by drowning, then burns 
and then falls. In the ages 10 to 14, 
drowning is second, followed by 
falls and then firearms. This se- 
quence is followed by youths 15 to Ifl. 


Safety education involves teach- 


ing how to use these things proper- 
ly and how to avoid the penalty 
which they inflict if misused. Such 
training results in a. substantial re- 
duction of accidents to the children 
receiving it. 
Since 1922, the year 


when systematic work in safety edu- 
cation was began, accidental deaths 
of children have declined 12 per cent. 
whereas accidental deaths of adults 
have increased 42 per cent.
